By a vote of 1163 to 100, voters 
of the 
area 
from Desert 
Hot 
Springs to Palm Desert Tuesday 
created the 44th hospital district 
in California, a n d paved the way 
for operation of the Community 
Hospital under a plan similar to 
that which finances and operates 
the public schools. 
Although 
the 
vote w as e x ­ 
tremely light—only about 20 per 
rent of the registered voters e as t­ 
ing ballots—the ratio of l l ’i to 1 
w as accepted as an overwhelm­ 
ing approval of the district plan 
by the residents of the district. 


KENNETH KIRK, chairman of 
the special committee sponsoring 
the district, received warm praise 
from persons throughout the area 
for his leadership in the success­ 
ful campaign. Bv election day 
the plan had been thoroughly 
explained to the voters and no 
organized 
opposition 
had 
' 
veloped. 
The peoples' vole is believed 
by those close to the hospital 
problem to guarantee the per­ 
m anency of the hospital facilities 
tiere by m aking it possible lo rir 
fray the a n n u al operating deficit 
— normal 
for Community Hos­ 
pitals—fronr the income from a 
smwtl property tax estimated to 
cost the average home owner b e ­ 
tween $5 and $10 a year. 


HOWEVER, this tax money Is 
not available until after July 1. 
1919, and so the hospital will 
ask for a six-m onths allotment 
from the C om munity Chest in 
1949. Last year’s hospital fund 
in the Chest w as $25.000 hut this 
y ear it will need only $10,000 to 
carry it until July 1.

School district w as 148.1 as com­ 
pared to 1336 for the sim iliar 
period last year. 
Elem entary 
division 
of 
the 
school had 1112 pupils and 371 in 
Palm 
Springs 
high school, 
as 
compared with 1(161 and 275 re­ 
spectively, according to Acting 
Superintendent of schools Dr. Ar­ 
thur G. Hoff. 


HE SAID THAT the total ele­ 
m entary 
school 
enrollment 
in 
public schools in this district was 
reduced by 200 pupils this year 
with the establishm ent of the St. 
Theresa 
School. 
Catholic 
par­ 
ochial school 
on 
East 
Ramon 
road. 
Dr. Hoff said that when the 
new North End school, on the 
former Torney General Hospital 
is completed, 25 new classrooms 
will have been added during the 
new year. 
“As it looks now,” continued 
Dr. Hoff, "it appears that there 
will be ample room In e le m en ­ 
tary schools for the remainder of 
this year and probably for next 
year.” 


THE RATE of increase in e n ­ 
rollm ent each week since the 
season opened h as been 25 said 
Dr. Hoff.

Red Cross Safety Director 
Urges Care During Holidays 
Accidents rank in third place 
as the cause of death in River­ 
side county, although nation­ 
wide accidents are the fourth- 
place killer, according to a holi­ 
day safety warning issued this 
^p'eek by Ben E. Carpenter, safety 
'services director for the county 
Red Cross chapter. 
Holiday celebrants should be 
especia Ily careful this year, he 
said, for both Christmas and New 
W ear’s Day fall on Saturday and 
thus extend the merrymaking 
on two long weekends. 
“We are most liable to have 
or be hurt by an accident when 
we are in a holiday mood, off

our guard, or preoccupied with 
other things," Carpenter said. 
"We should all read the rules 
often enough to remember them. 
It is only when we or someone 
else forgets to observe some 
simple safety precaution that 
someone is hurt or furnishes a 
death statistic for the coroner.” 
The safety director listed three 
rules for drivers, which if ob­ 
served. would cause a reduction 
of auto accidents to a point al­ 
most nil. 1—Keep within the 
legal speed limits. 2—Don’t mix 
gasoline and holiday spirits, and 
3—Be courteous to other drivers 
and pedestrians. 
Despite the high toll taken by 
traffic, even more lives are lost 
in home accidents, Carpenter 
said. At Christmas time many of 
these involve fires in decorated 
trees or a litter of package wrap­ 
pings. A large number are caused 
by so-called "toys" such as bows 
and arrows, knives, guns and 
the like, or falls on roller skates, 
marbles or other round objects 
carelessly left on floors or stair­ 
ways. 
"One swell way to prevent fires 
is to inspect out old strings of 
tree lights. Strings with frayed 
wiring or with stiff and cracked 
insulalion should be discarded 
at once,” he added.

Joe Bordwell, regional vice 
president of the California State 
Horsemen’s association; Hector 
Switzer of State Division of 
Beaches and Parks: Lew Brittain 
of tlie Idyllwild chamher of com­ 
merce, and Ernest Maxwell of 
the San Jacinto Mountain Chap­ 
ter of the Isaac Walton League, 
all appeared to speak in favor of 
the project. 
Switzer said the stale will im- 


j mediately begin to acquire right 
of way. 
IN OTHER COUNTIES, he said, 
the stale had experienced little 
real difficulty In obtaining right 
of way hut "it takes a good 
salesman." 
The trail would enter Riverside 
county from the south n e a r 
Aguaiiga. cross the San Jacinto 
mountains near Idyllwild, cross 
the Coachella Valley near Palm 
Springs and follow Whitewater 
canyon northward into San Ber­ 
nardino county.

priated reserve fund. 
He said it had been done w ith­ 
out his consent or know ledge. 
Monday he said he wasn't go­ 
ing to argue about that part of 
it an y more— he just w anted the 
$23,000 taken out of tlie unappro­ 
priated reserve fund and 
put 
w here the county could get at it 
to pay off the hospitals. 


HE ALSO WANTED to know if 
the funds could not be turned 
over to the county hospital, so 
it could m ake the payments d i­ 
rect to the outlying hospitals.

Gilmore. "The law says if they’re 
emergency patients the hospitals 
must take care of them.” 
County Counsel Earl Redwine 
agreed w ith Gilmore on the "no

no-contract” Idea 
and 
said the county can’t re budget 
in the m iddle of its fiscal year. 


REDWINE said that when Dr. 
Henry Stailey, county hospital 
director, has made certifications 
on the various outlying hospitals 
and a contract has been entered 
into, then the supervisors can 
vote the money out of the unap­ 
propriated rrscrvc fund.
